Two vehicles of local landscaper Lew Watanabe 
were vandalized in a case that is being treated as at¬ 
tempted arson, not malicious mischief. Wadded paper 
towels were set ablaze and put inside Watanabe’s van 
and truck late Sunday night or early Monday morning. 
Paperwork was also removed from the visor of Wa¬ 
tanabe’s tmck, wrapped around the handle of his wheel¬ 
barrow, and set on fire with a long-stemmed red rose 
on top. 

Whether the incident is related to the controversy 
surrounding Sierra Madre’s now-disbanded Tree Com¬ 
mission, of which Lew was a long-time member, can 
only be a matter of speculation. When asked if he had 
thoughts regarding who might be behind the incident, 
Watanabe said, “Oh, yeah, but how to prove it?” 

At present, the Sierra Madre Police Department is 
charged with determining the facts of the case. As the 
investigation is ongoing, not much information is avail¬ 
able, but Chief Chris Christensen said, “We have a lot 
of evidence pointing to the conclusion that it was in¬ 
tentional. We’re trying to determine the intent.” Evi¬ 
dence gathered at the scene includes fingerprints and 
remnants of burnt items, currently being examined by 
forensics specialists. Results of those tests are expect¬ 
ed back next week. 

In the meantime, says Watanabe, “It’s just crazy. It’s 
kind of scary that someone is that much off their rock¬ 
er.”

By the end of this fiscal 
year, the federal govern¬ 
ment could run its first 
budget surplus in nearly 
three decades. Dedicating 
future budget surpluses to 
federal payroll tax cuts 
will lock in fiscal restraint 
while providing dividends 
to low and middle income 
workers who pay the bulk 
of those taxes. 

H.R. 2933, the Working 
Americans Gainful Em¬ 
ployment {WAGE} Act, 
requires the Secretary of 
the Treasury to reduce the 
Social Security payroll tax 
rate prior to each calendar 
year by an amount equal to 
the federal budget surplus 
for the previous fiscal 
year. The legislation 


would not, however, re¬ 
duce the amount of reve¬ 
nues that would otherwise 
be deposited into the trust 
fund, nor would it reduce 
the amount of benefits that 
workers would receive 
upttn retirement. 

Social Security and 
Medicare payroll taxes are 
paid in equal parts by em¬ 
ployers and employees. 
Both are currently as¬ 
sessed at a combined rate 
of 15.3 percent of payroll 
beginning at the first dol¬ 
lar of an employee’s earn¬ 
ings. 

“If enacted, my legisla¬ 
tion will provide desper¬ 
ately needed relief from a 
regressive tax on employ¬ 
ment,” Dreier said. 
“Counting the employer 
portions of these taxes. 


which are indirectly borne 
by employees in the form 
of lower wages and bene¬ 
fits, approximately 75% of 
American workers pay 
more in federal payroll 
taxes than in federal in¬ 
come taxes.” 

According to Dreier, 
the WAGE Act creates a 
benchmark by which oth¬ 
er proposals to allocate fu¬ 
ture surpluses will be mea¬ 
sured. If Congress at¬ 
tempts to apply ‘projected’ 
surpluses to new spending 
or to tax cut efforts, those 
efforts would come at the 
expense of a payroll tax 
cut for working Ameri¬ 
cans,” he explained. Addi¬ 
tional information about 
the legislation can be ob¬ 
tained on the Internet at 
www.house.gov/dreier.

Focus on eating lower cal¬ 
orie foods, such as raw 
fruits and vegetables, and 
substitute plain yogurt for 
sour cream or mayonnaise 
in your party dips.

Fire Marshall Richard 
Snyder spoke of prepara¬ 
tions by the Fire Depart¬ 
ment, and the Emergency 
Preparation Program, 
which is designed to pro¬ 
tect life and property in 
any sort of emergency, 
whether it be fire, flood, 
earthquake, hazardous 
materials, or mudslides. 
The planning process con¬ 
sists of gathering informa¬ 
tion, developing strategies, 
and sharing their informa¬ 
tion. Snyder spoke of the 
City's Multi-Hazard Func¬ 
tional Plan, developed by 
the Police Department and 
designed to address 
planned response to major 
emergencies or disasters. 

"All City employees are 
trained in Standardized 
Emergency Management 
System (SEMS)," said 
Snyder. SEMS is a state¬ 
wide standard of readiness 
which City employees 
have been trained in, from 
San Francisco to Sierra 
Madre. Snyder went on to 
discuss what, exactly, El 
Nino is.

parently the second letter 
they sent out, but we didn’t 
get the first. The letter we 
received came on the day 
of or the day after a City 
Council meeting, and we 
assumed it was a mistake, 
since we had told them we 
didn’t want on the list. The 
next thing we know, they 
were putting a plaque on 
our property, and asking us 
if we’d make a donation 
for it. We’ve been trying to 
get off of that list ever 
since we discovered we 
were on it.” 

After extended debate, 
it’s ironic that having fi¬ 
nally decided that being on - 
the list of designated land¬ 
marks is voluntary, not 
mandatory, residents are 
stuck with the court case 
dictating the EIR. Donna 
Sutcliffe calls it “A come¬ 
dy of errors.” And if the 
EIR won’t be paid for by 
the City? She says that re¬ 
maining on the list is not an 
option; “I wouldn’t con¬ 
sider staying on the list. I 


don’t care to deal with the 
Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission, the Planning 
Commission, or anyone 
else. We don’t want to add 
on to our property, tear 
anything down, or make 
any other substantive 
changes, but we don’t 
want to be on the list, ei¬ 
ther.” 

Development Services 
Director Brian Lee, who 
hosted Tuesday’s meeting, 
says, “This has been a 
long-standing issue in 
town. The property own¬ 
ers’ passions are strong.” 
Lee will present a list of 
options to the City Coun¬ 
cil at next Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing. One idea which came 
out of last Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing for de-designation to 
be a ballot initiative, the 
difference being that if the 
electorate votes on the is¬ 
sue, CEQA requirements 
may not apply, accoring to 
Lee. City Attorney Charles 
Martin has not yet com¬ 
mented on that option. 


As for the other options 
Lee is preparing, they all 
involve EIRs and associat¬ 
ed costs. Unless a new idea 
is developed, and quickly, 
the only choices will be the 
ballot, or the EIR, and the 
only question then will be, 
“Who’s going to pay for 
the EIR?” Donna Sutcliffe 
has her ideas about what 
the answer to that question 
should be: “The City got 
us into this mess to begin 
with, and it would be nice 
if they could get us out of 
it.”

As 
for things like 
residency...we take those 
things for granted. If want 
to live somewhere else, 
we’ll move. For James 
Cadiz, however, life is not 
so simple. James is a 32 
year old Sierra Madre res¬ 
ident who has been blind 
since birth. He’s lived in 
Sierra Madre since child¬ 
hood, and right now, his 
primary goal is to contin¬ 
ue living in Sierra Madre. 
It won’t be easy. 

Following a falling out 
with his last roommate, 
James is living alone in an 
apartment on Sierra Madre 
Boulevard. James works 
daily from 8:00 until 3:00 
at L.F.C. in Pasadena, 
through Crippled Chil¬ 
dren’s Society, but makes 


“very little,” and can’t 
make his rent of $595 
monthly. He is being as¬ 
sisted by Regional Center, 
a non-profit organization 
which contracts with the 
State to provide living as¬ 
sistance to those in need. 
Regional Center will help 
James with his rent until he 
requalifies for Section 
Eight, a federally subsi¬ 
dized housing program 
which would cover more 
than half of his rent. James 
has already qualified once 
for Section Eight, and 
should be requalified when 
his application is pro¬ 
cessed; unfortunately, 
many landlords, including 
his current landlord, won’t 
participate in the Section 
Eight program, which 
gives landlords all of their 
rent, but makes them sub¬ 
ject to inspections and 
qualifications, and is con¬

can be a bit lonely. How¬ 
ever, as I like to work 
alone it suits me well. An¬ 
other difference is that no 
“ego” gratification is in¬ 
volved. I must admit that I 
have done other volunteer 
work, to some degree, in 
order to make myself feel 
important. The purpo.se of 
this service is to help. It is 
humbling as I perform a 
simple task yet rewarding 
in knowing I help people 
who really need, want and 
appreciate my help. As I 
finished my first solo route 
I wondered, “Did I make a 
small difference in their 
day that made it better?”. 
They sure made my day 


route but my heart sure 
feels like a CEO. What is 
important is the Meals on 
Wheels program. It pro¬ 
vides a much needed ser¬ 
vice and allows our com¬ 
munity to show it cares. 

If you would like to be¬ 
come a volunteer driver, 
contact Ed Wellman at 
355-5265. Drivers are still 
needed. Meals need to be 
picked up by drivers at 
Howie’s deli at about 
11:30 a.m., on Mondays 
through Fridays. You can 
sign up to drive once or 
twice a month or be a sub¬ 
stitute if you can’t commit 
to a particular day. There 
are usually about 10 stops 
to make, all within Sierra 
Madre. It takes approxi¬ 


mately one hour to deliver 
all of the meals. 

If you would like to 
have meals delivered to 
you by the Meals on 
Wheels program call City 
Hall at 355-7135 and ask 
for Dorothy Hobiack at the 
Senior Center (extension 
#257). Meals on Wheels 
will deliver everywhere in 
Sieira MalJre with the ex¬ 
ception of the canyon due 
to its’ difficult access. 
However, if you live in the 
canyon you may still be in 
the program but you must 
pick your meals up at 
Howie’s deli. Meals are 
served Monday through 
Friday. You may use the 
service on a temporary or 
on-going basis.

Shortly 
after moving in, young 
Christian Wells was bom 
to be the youngest upper 
canyon resident. 

However, as the magic 
of life would have it, Mar¬ 


ty and Lene decided to 
move to her home land of 
Denmark. The decision 
was difficult for they loved 
living in Sierra Madre as 
we all do. But family con¬ 
cerns proved too over¬ 
whelming to ignore, so the 
move to Denmark became 
necessary. 

With mixed feelings 
about having to move 
home and leave their ador¬ 
able canyon dwelling, 
Marty and Lene again con¬ 
tacted Mary Prout. They 
knew they could count on 
her. In September 1997, 


they listed 635 Canyon 
Crest Drive. At the first 
open house Greg Prout, 
Mary’s husband who is 
also an agent at Webb- 
Martin Realtors, sold the 
home to Ron and Debbie 
Henderson who fell in love 
with the enchanting can¬ 
yon cottage.

sidered too much of a pain 
in the neck by many. 

Apartments which 
James has seen in Sierra 
Madre which do accept 
Section Eight are either 
upstairs, which is a prob¬ 
lem for James, who has 
limited mobility, or in se¬ 
nior complexes, where 
James would be “set up to 
fail” according to his Re¬ 
gional Center caseworker, 
Simin Vasseghi. Being 
blind, one of the main Joys 
in James’ life is his music, 
and his extensive record 
collection might not be 
such a hit in a quiet seniors 
community. 

Section Eight eligibility 
means the end of his fund¬ 
ing from Regional Center, 
which does continue to 
provide James with other 
services, such as a 
Metrolink pass for trans¬ 
portation and a person to 
provide independent living 
services. But if Section 
Eight won’t help him in his 
current apartment, his 
choices are to find a room¬ 
mate or to move, but move 
where? Regional Center 
won’t help him find anoth- 
er roommate, in part due to 


the fact that James has be¬ 
come independent to a 
large degree. He doesn’t 
need a roommate so much 
to live, but rather to help 
out with the rent, which 
goes beyond the scope of 
Regional Center. The bot¬ 
tom line, according to Vas- 
seghi, is “Once he gets cer¬ 
tified, he has to move.” 

The bottom line, ac¬ 
cording to Cadiz, is, “This 
is an emergency need. I 
love Sierra Madre.” Daniel 
Juarez, an attorney for Pro¬ 
tection and Advocacy, In¬ 
corporated, a group which 
specializes in advocacy for 
people with disabilities, 
says, “There’s surely not 
enough housing for people 
with Section Eight. It's a 
great program, and not 
having that housing makes 
it harder for people with 
disabilities.” 

Any landlord with suit¬ 
able Section Eight proper¬ 
ties in Sierra Madre, or 
anyone looking for a 
roommate in town, is en¬ 
couraged to write to James 
Cadiz, c/o the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News, 49 S. Baldwin 
Ave.

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Utility Tax 
Increase tD Go 
OT April Balfot

Tuesday’s City Council meeting saw 4-1 approval of 
a recommendation to direct staff to prepare the neces¬ 
sary resolutions and documents to place a 2% utility tax 
increase in the hands of the voters on the regularly sched¬ 
uled April, 1998 election. Dr. Sheng Chang opposed the 
measure. 

City staff had been asked to look into the idea of a 
utility tax increase, and to determine whether the funds 
raised by such a tax could be earmarked for a specific 
purpose. City Manager Bill Kelly and City Attorney 
Michael Miller reported that according to Proposition 
218, a “special tax” is one in which funds will go to a 
specific purpose. Thus, earmarking additional tax rev¬ 
enues for specific purposes would require a 2/3 vote. 
With the revenues to simply go to the general fund, a 
simple majority will be required. 

A sunset clause of four years will be tacked onto the 
proposed increase. After four years, the tax rate would 
automatically revert back to 5% from the proposed 1%. 
The utility tax has already been decreased once, when 
fewer revenues were needed. The purpose of the sunset 
clause is to coincide with a City Council election in 2(X)2, 
with the intent of letting the new Council determine what 
to do. It is hoped that by that time, with new develop¬ 
ments coming into town, such as new hotels, additional 
revenue sources will alleviate the need for a tax. 

The proposed increase of 2% would generate approxi¬ 
mately $ 1,400,000 annually, a figure that would enable 
Council to restore the hundreds of thousands of dollars 
of programs that have been cut. Ironically, the 
Councilmember most vociferously oppo.sed to those 
cuts. Dr. Sheng Chang, voted again.st placing the utility 
tax increase on the ballot, calling the cuts “minor" and 
suggesting that revenue increases come from sales tax. 

The City Council would retain the right to reduce the 
tax rate before the sunset clause kicks in, if apropiate. 
One official who isn’t necessarily counting on the tax 
increase passing is Mayor Robert Harbicht, who has said 
publically that he doubts it will pass, but also has said, 
“If you put it on the ballot, I’ll vote for it.” Harbicht’s 
persistence in the face of an ongoing budget crisis sent 
the Council back to work earlier this month, as they cut 
over $300,000 from the City’s budget. Whether those 
programs will be restored or not will have to wait until 
April. 

In other Council news, $5,900 in CRA funds were 
approved as the City partnered itself with the Arcadia 
Business Association, to decorate the downtown area for 
Christmas. The ABA will pay for holiday lights and 
provide volunteer to assist the Maintenance Services 
Department in putting those lights up. 

Garland Roberson, ABA President, proposed that 
white lights installed on the palm trees downtown (1/3 
of the palm trees) remain year-round, while red holiday 
lights on street light poles come down in early January 
and be stored for use again next year. 

The Council also repealed Resolution No. 5509, 
which allowed only three eating establishments at 300 
E. Huntington, and approved a Conditional Use Permit 
for Starbucks Coffee Co. to operate a 24 indoor seat and 
16 outdoor seat facility at the Gateway Centre. 

Starbucks will join Nirvana, Sesame Grill, and Salsa 
Del Rio, and provide the coffee/breakfast fare type of 
business that is missing from the center. There are 821 
parking spaces for the complex; 584 surface spaces, and 
237 in the parking structure. Arcadia’s traffic engineer 
has determined that the proposed coffee shop would not 
result in a parking problem. 

The Developmental Services Department, pursuant to 
the California Environmental Quality Act’s stipulations, 
prepared an initial study for the project, and finding no 
potentially substantial adverse change in physical con¬ 
ditions to the surrounding area, prepared a Negative 
Declaration. The issuance of the Permit is a consistent 
step in the Council’s efforts to maintain a business- 
friendly atmosphere, and to increase revenues to keep 
pace with the additional expenses of maintaining City 
service levels.

Arcadia Students 
Continue to Excel on 
New Test

The results are back from the first testing of Arcadia’s students on the Terra Nova 
Test published by CTB/McGraw-Hill. Prior to this year, Arcadia was using the CAS''2 
test as its standardized measure of achievement. The Terra Nova is a new norm ref¬ 
erenced test which measures student performance again.st a standardized group. Since 
this is new te.st content, a new format, and a comparison to a new group, it is not valid 
to compare Terra Nova performance to CAS performance in recent years. Generally, 
in the first year using a new test, scores generally decline. However, using the Terra 
Nova in future years, the Arcadia Unified School District will be able to analyze stu¬ 
dent growth. 1997 will act as a base year. 

District average percentile rank in reading were above the expected 507T at every 
grade level. Reading scores range from a percentile rank of 63% to 73%, w ith the top 
scores coming in grades four and seven. At grades two, five, and 10,75% of Arcadia 
students were above the 50th percentile. In reading, girls outperformed boys at all 
grade levels, with the difference ranging from 3% to 10%. 

Average District scores in Language ranged from the 66th percentile to the 73rd 
percentile. From 56% of students (grade 2) to 70% of students (grades 4, 5, and 7) 
scored above the 50th percentile. As in reading, girls outperformed boys at all levels. 
The differences ranged from 0% to 10%. 

In Math, the average District scores ranged from the 67th percentile (grade 3) to 
the 87th percentile (grade 10), with most grades above the 70th percentile, and grades 
eight, nine, and 10 scoring at or above the 80th percentile. In grades six through 10, 
from 75% to 88% of students scored above the expected 50th percentile. In math, there 
was no significant gender difference in performance. 

Although comparisons between the tests are not valid, one pattern that was noted 
was the Reading drop-off at grade eight. Last year, grade eight reading scores dropped 
by 16%. This year, under the Terra Nova, the drop was only 8%. In particular, low 
scores were noted in the sub-test areas dealing with analysis of text and evaluation of 
meaning, leading Dr. Mary Sund, Director of Curriculum and Assessment to conclude 
that the District needs to move to more complex and inferential reading skills. 

In the Language area, also, there were significant dropoffs at grade eight; as in 
reading, those dropoffs are reduced on the Terra Nova, yet still, they exist. .Study of 
this issue has indicated that teachers using materials such as Daily Oral L.anguage at 
grades K-6, which provide reinforcement in grammar and language mechanics, are 
not used in eighth grade, and that those skills need reinforcement of those skills through 
eighth grade. 

Mathematics continues to be an impressive strong point among Arcadia schools, 
although here, too, there are areas for improvement. As the Terra Nova is used, sub- 
areas of each test, organized by grade level and classroom, will give administrators 
information about the effectiveness of different programs at differens schools. 

With subsequent years’ students also testing on the Terra Nova, the 1997 will pro¬ 
vide a valid base on which to measure individual and group growth In the meantime, 
one thing is certain regardless of which test you use: Arcadia students continue to 
score well above average in all areas.

Time is often personified as an old man holding a scythe and an hourglass - the scythe to harvest the passing 
years, the hour glass to measure each finite moment. 

Realistically, if the modem American male expects to live to such an advanced age he will need a few essen¬ 
tials - a rabbit’s foot for good luck during the risk-taking years of youth; a bowl of out bran and a pair of running 
shoes to head off heart disease during middle ages; and a timetable of preventive maintenance and health screen¬ 
ing procedures for early detection of the diseases most likely to crop up unexpectedly throughout life. 

Up to age 35 accidents, homicide and suicide account for about 68 percent of deaths of American men; after 
that, heart disease becomes the major killer, followed by cancer, emphysema, stroke, pneumonia/influenza and 
cirrhosis of the liver." 

Screening tests are available for most of these medical conditions, but these test should be done in combination 
with more direct efforts to change lifestyle. A preventive health maintenance program is a personal matter gen¬ 
erally worked out between patient and physician. Once you know your family medical history and your major 
risk factors, you can take steps to replace you bad habits with healthy ones and work out a schedule of examina¬ 
tions and screening tests to detect medical conditions before they have a chance to become problems. 

.Screening for Alcoholism. Drug Abuse and Depression 

A large percentage of deaths caused by accidents, homicide and suicide could be eliminated with better screen¬ 
ing for alcoholism, drug abuse and depression. While these conditions often manifest themselves in behavioral 
problems and fractured social relationships, they are also biological disorders that can be detected through a thor¬ 
ough physical examination 

Screening for Heart Disease; Know Your Vital Numbers 

Screening for heart disease should start long before middle age. Your doctor should study your family and 
medical history. In addition, patient need to keep track of some vital numbers - weight, blood pressure and cho¬ 
lesterol. 

A record of height and weight provides a screen for obesity, which is a high-end risk factor for coronary artery 
disease, diabetes, high blood pressure and stroke. 

Studies show that men who stay healthy into their senior years usually have blood pressure readings at the low 
end of the normal range. Even a slight reduction of blood pressure usually results in significant benefits in reduc¬ 
ing the risk for heart disea.se and stroke. 

Controlling blood pressure generally means watching your weight and getting regular exercise. Unmanaged 
stress can also cause the blood pressure to soar; if you’re the type of person who feels tension in the pit of your 
stomach, you should make a special effort to monitor your blood pressure while trying to modify your lifestyle 
and bring your stress under control. 

Colorectal and Prostate Screening 

The American Cancer Society recommends three standard screening tests: The manual rectal examination 
annually after age 40 for the detection of prostate and colorectal cancer; sigmoidscopy, the use of a flexible scope 
to view the inside of the rectum and lower colon, recommended every three to five years after age 50 for detection 
of colorectal cancer; and stool specimen analysis for fecal occult blood, recommended yearly after age 50. 

As with all screening tests, the ideal plan is best worked out by the physician and the patient, with consideration 
of family history, occupational hazards and other risk factors. 

Meeting Individual Needs 

Individuals with a family history of skin cancer or with greater than average exposure to the sun should have a 
thorough skin examination on a regular basis. 

Pipe smokers and those who use smokeless tobacco have a high risk or oral cancer, which can be detected during 
a regular dental or physical examination. 

For tho.se over age 50 and for others with high risk, a dip-stick urinalysis in the physician’s office can detect 
blood or protein in the urine to indicate, possihla kidney dysfunction or cancer in the urinary tract. . .....

When you listen to Jesus tell of His earthly relation¬ 
ship to His Heavenly Father in the Gospel accounts of 
the New Testament, you are immediately struck with 
the total dependence of Christ on his Father. If Jesus 
lived the holy life our first parent Adam failed to live, 
then dependence on God was at the heart of what Jesus

Diversity was one of the most remarkable character¬ 
istics of Jesus’ followers. Even more remarkable was 
their unity. In an extremely class-conscious society, 
Jesus shocked the “better people” by seeking out and 
welcoming the most unlikely ones; unlettered fishermen, 
tax collectors, aliens, women, children, lepers. All these 
“nobodies” He made “somebodies,” conscious of their 
dignity and worth. 

Had it not been for Hime, they simply would have 
been allowed to fall through the cracks without leaving 
a trace. To most minds, it would have been a small loss! 
Reflecting on this later, St. Paul asked his readers to 
consider what life in Christ means: “Not many of you 
were wise by human standards, not many powerful...God 
cho.se the lowly and despised of this world, those who 
count for nothing, to reduce to nothing those who are 
something...It is due to Him that you are in Jesus Christ” 
|1 Corinthians 1:26-30) Paul meant that “in Christ 
Jesus” they existed and had dignity. 

In another letter Paul pointed out: “All of you who 
were baptized into Christ have clothed yourselves with 
Christ. There is neither Jew nor Greek, neither slave nor 
freeperson, there is not male and female; for you are all 
one in Christ Jesus” (Galatians 3:27-28). What was true 
of the first Christian communities is true of every par¬ 
ish. No one is unimportant, beneath consideration. 

In Jesus’ day lepers, victims of unsightly, apparently 
incurable skin disease, were the lowest of the low. Cut 
off from all human society, they were treated like walk¬ 
ing corpses, avoided like the plague. Imagine the hor¬ 
ror of the crowd when Jesus reached out and actually 
touched one of these non-entities. Society still has its 
“lepers,” who are consigned to oblivion, forgotten, lost. 
There are people like this in every parish, people not ac¬ 
corded even the distinction of being officially written off. 
But to ignore them is shameful.
